The Men carry Bows an 
Arrows, and Lances, a Tamahock 


_ or little Axe, and a Machete. All go 
barefoot, and are often ſcratch'd in 


the Woods, but matter it not. They 
hunt Pecary, Warree, Quaums, Chi- 
caly-Chicalees, Corroſou's, or any other 
Beaſt or Bird they meet with, except 
Monkeys and Deer. "The Fowls, and 
what will not be {o eaſily preſery*d, 
they eat preſently. They lodge all 
Night at any place where they hap- 
pen to be at Sun-ſet, ſo it be near a 
Brook or River, and on the Nap of a 
Hill. They hang up _. their Ham- 
mocks between two T rees, and cover 
themſelves with a Plantain-Leaf, for 
Shelter from Rain, Wind, &c. with 
a Fire all Night by the Hammock. 
They never huat after Sun-ſet ; and 
begin not again till Sun-riſe. Their 
chief Game are the Pecary and War- 
ree ; neither of which are {ſwift of 
foot. They go in Droves, often 209 
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of the Iſthmus of America: 
or 300; ſo that if the Indians come 


' upon them unawares, they uſually kill 


ſome by random Shot: among them. 
But elſe; they are many times a whole 
Day withour getting any; or ſo few, 
conſidering how many. they ſtarr , 
that it ſeems a great 'Toi&-to little 
purpoſe. I have ſeerr:;about: 1000 
{tarted in. a' Day, m feveral Droves, 
when I was hunting with them; of 
which we kilPd but two, as I r& 
member. Sometimes when they are 
ſhot, they carry away the Arrows 
quite. When the Beaſt 1s tir'd, it 
will ſtand at a Bay with: the Dogs; 
which will ſer him round, lying cloſe, 
not daring to ſeize, but ſnapping at

Seamen aboard. It was now about 
the heighth of Summer here; for I 
remember that upon Chriſtmas day, 
1687. we were juſt clear of the 
Storm, and in the Latitude we men- 
tion'd, off Cape Hory. Running 
hence to the Northward again, being 
now got out of the South Sea, we

Companions, I made hard ſhift to 
jog on, and bear them Company for a 
few Days; during which our Slaves 
ran away from us, and among them 
a Negro whom the Company had al- 
low'd me for my particular Attendant, 
to carry my Medicines. He took 
rhem away with him, together with 
the reſt of my Things, and thereby 
left me depriv'd of wherewithal to 
dreſs my Sore ; inſomuch that my 
Pain increaſing upon me, and being 
not able to trudge it further chrough 
Rivers and Woods , I took leave of 
my Company, and {ct up my Reſt 
among the Darien Indians 

This was on the 1oth Pay ; ' and 
there ſaid with me Mr. Richard Gop- 
ſon, who had ſerved an Apprenticeſhip 
to a Druggilt in Loydov. He was an 
ingenious "Man, and a good Sciiolar ; 
and had with him a Greek Teſtament 
which he frequently read, and would 
tranſlate exrexzpore into Engliſh to 
ſuch of the Company as were diſposd 
to hear him. Another who ſtaid be- 
hind with me was John Hinz/on, Ma- 
Fuel” They were both fo fatigued 
with the Journey, that they could g0 
no turther. There had been an Or- 
der 
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der: made-among; us-at; our firft. Landy 
ing, to kill any who ſhould flagmn 


the Journey : Byt this was made only. 


to terrify any from loitering, and be- 
ing taken by the Spaniards; who by 
Tortures might extort from them a 
Diſcovery of our March. - But this 
rigorous Order was not executed ; but 
the Company took a very kind Leave 
both of theſe, and of me. Before this 
we had loſt the Company of two 
more of our Men, Robert Spratliz and 
William Bowman, who parted with us 
at the River Congo, the Day after my 
being ſcorch'd with Gun-powder, 
The Paſſage of that River was very 
deep, and the Stream violent; by 
which means I was born down the 
Current, for ſeveral Paces, to an Eddy 
in the bending of the River. Yet I 
got over; but theſe two being the 
hindmoſt, and ſeeing with what dit- 
ficulty I croſs'd the River, which was 
ſtill riſing, they were diſcourag'd 


from attempting it, and choſe rather 


to ftay where they were. Theſe two 
came to me ; and the other two ſoon 
after the Company's departure for the 
North-Sea, as I ſhall have occaſion to 
mention; ſo that there were five of 
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us in all who were left behind among 


the Indians. 
Being now forc'd to ſtay among 


viate the Anguiſh of my Wound, the 
Indians undertook to cure me; and 
apply'd to my Knee ſome Herbs , 
which they firſt chew*'d in their 
Mouths to the conſiſtency of a Paſte, 
and putting it on a Plantain-Leaf, laid 
it upon the Sore. 'This prov'd fo eft- 


' feftual, that in about 20 Days uſe of 


this Poulteſs, which they applied freſh 
every Day, I was perfectly cured ; 
except only a Weaknels in that Knee, 
which - remain'd ' long after, and a 
Benummedneſs which I ſometimes 
find 1n 1t to this Day. Yet they were 
not altogether ſo kind in other re- 
ſpects ; for ſome of them look*d on 
us very ſcurvily, throwing green 
Plantains to us, as we fat cringing and 
ſhivering, as you would Bones to a 
Dog. This was but ſorry Food ; yet 
we were forc'd to be contented 
with it : But to mend our Commons, 
the young 1naian, at whoſe Houſe we 
were left, would often give us ſome 
ripe Plantains, unknown to his Neigh- 
bours; and theſe were a great Re- 

& | freſhment 
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freſhment to us. This J»dian, in his 
Childhood, was taken a Priſoner by 
the Spaniards ; and having liv'd ſome 
time among them, he had learn'd a 
pretty: deal of their Language, under 
| the Biſhop of Pazama, whom he 
ſerv'd there; till finding means to 
eſcape, he was got again among his 
own Country-men. This was of 
good uſe tous; for we having a ſmat- 
tering of Spaniſh, and a little of the 
Indians Tongue alſo, by paſſing their 
Country before, between both theſe, 
and with the additional uſe of Signs, 
we found it no very difficult Matter 
to underſtand one another. He was 
truly generous and hoſpitable toward 
us; and fo careful of us, that if in the 
Day-time we had nq other Proviſion 
than a few ſorry green Plantains, he 
would riſe-in the Night, and go out 
by ſtealth to the Neighbouring Plan- 
tain-walk, and fetch a Bundle of ripe 
ones from thence, which he would 
diſtribute among us unknown to his 
| Country-men. Not that they were 
naturally inclin'd to uſe us thus rough- 
ly, for they are generally a kind and 
feahetered People ; but they had 
taken ſome particular Offence, upop 

| the 
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the account of our Friends who left 
us, Who had in a manner awed the 
Indian Guides they took with them 
for the remainder of their Journey, 
and made them go with them very 
much againſt their Wills ; the Seve- 
rity of the Rainy Seaſon being then 
{o great, that even the Ind:ans them- 
ſelves had no mind for Travelling, 
tho? they are little curious either as to 

the Weather or Ways. 
When Gopſor, Hine ſon, and I had 
lived 3 or 4 Days in this manner, the 
R. Sprat- other two, Spratliz and Bowman, 
lin, whom we left behind at the River 
Y. B®- Congo, on the 6th Day vf our Journey, 
me * found their way to us ; being exceed- 
ingly fatigued with rambling ſo long 
among the wild Woods and Rivers 
without Guides, and having no other 
Suſtenance but a few Plantains they 
found here and there. They told us 
of George Gainys Diſaſter, whoſe 
Drowning Mr. Damprer relates p. 17. 
G.Gainy's They faw him lie dead on the Shore 
drown- which the Floods were gone off from, 
Ing. with the Rope twiſted about him, and 
his Mony at his Neck ; but they were 
{o fatigued, they car'd not to meddle 
with it. Theſe, after their coming 


up 
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.__ wp to us, continued with us for about 


.a Fortnight longer, at the ſame Plan- 
tation where the main Body of our 
Company had left us; and our Provi- 
fion was ſtill at the fame Rate, and the 
Countenances of the 1zdzaxs as ſtern 
towards us as ever, having yet no 
News of their Friends whom our 
Men had taken as their Guides. Yet 
notwithſtanding their Diſguſt, they 
{till rook care of my Wound ; which 
by this time was pretty well healed, 
and I was enabled to walk about. 
But at length not finding their Men 
return as they expected, they were 
out of Patience, and ſeem'd reſolved 
to revenge on us the Injuries which 


they ſuppos'd our Friends had done to 


theirs. To this end they held fre- aConfutr 
quent Conſultations how they ſhould rodeſtroy 


iſpoſe of us: Some were for killing 
us, others for keeping us among them 
and others for carrying us to the Spa- 
niards, thereby to ingratiate them- 
ſelves with them. But the greateſt 
part of them mortally hating the Spa- 
ntards, this laſt Project was ſoon laid 
alide; and they came to this Reſolu- 
tion, To forbear doing any thing to 
us, till ſo much Time were expir'd as 
- they

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they thought might reaſonably be al- 
low'd for the return of their Friends, 
whom our Men had taken with them 
as Guides to the North Sea-Coatt ; 
and this, as they computed, -would be 
to Days, reckoning it up to us on their 
Fingers. | 
Prepara- he Time was now almolt expir'd, 
tions ro and having no News of the Guides, 
killthem. the Indiays began to ſuſpeCt that our 
Men had either murder*d them, or 
carried them away with them ; and 
ſeem'd reſolv'd thereupon to deſtroy 
us. To this end they prepared a 
great Pile of Wood to burn us, on the 
roth Day; and told us what we muſt 
-truſt to when the Sun went down ; 
for they would not execute us tal] 
then. 
Lacenta But it ſo hapned that Lacezfa, their. 
faves Chief, paſſing that way , diſſuaded 
them 3 them from that Cruelty, and pro- 
poſed to them to ſend us down to- 
wards the North-(ide, and two Ina:- 
ans with us, who might inform them- 
ſelves from the Indians near the Coaſt, 
what was become of the Guides. 
They readily hearken'd to this Propo- 
andſends (| 3nd immediately choſe two Men 


= * tocondutt us to the North-ſide. One 
of 
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of theſe had been all along an invete- 
rate Enemy to us ; but the other was 
that kind Indian, who was ſo much 
our Friend, as to riſe in the Night 
and get us ripe Plantains. 


| The next Day therefore we were Bad Tra- 
diſmiſſed with our two Guides, and velling. 


marched Joyfully for 3 Days; being 
well afſur'd we ſhould not find that 
our Men had done any hurt to their 
Guides, The firſt three Days we 
march'd thro* nothing but Swamps, 
having great Rains, with much 
Thunder and Lightning ; and lodg'd 
every Night under the dropping 
Trees, upon the cold Ground. The 
* third Night we lodg'd on a ſmall Hill, 
which by the next Morning was be- 
come an Iſland : For thoſe great Rains 
had made ſuch. a Flood, that all the 
low Land about it was cover*d deep 
with Water. All this while we had 
no Proviſion, except a handful of dry 
Maiz our Izdiaz Guides gave us the 
firſt two Days: But this being ſpent, 
they return'd home again, and left us 
to ſhift for our ſelves. 

At this Hill we remained the 
fourth Day ; and on the fifth the Wa- 
ters being abated, we ſet forward, 

| ſteering 
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ſteering North by a Pocket Compals, 
and marched till 6 a Clock at Night : 
At which time, we arrived at a River 
about 4o foot wide, and very deepp 
Here we found a Tree fallen croſs the 
River, and ſo we believed our Men 
had paſt that way ; therefore»here 
we fat down, and conſulted what 
courle we ſhould take. 

They are And having debated the Matter, 
wage it was concluded upon to croſs the 
"0". River, and feck the Path in which 
they had travelled : For this River 
running ſomewhat Northward in this 

place, we perſwaded our ſelves we 

were paſt the main Ridge of Land 

that divided the North part of the 

- Iſthmus from the South ; and conle- 
uently that we were not very far 

FM | an the North Sea. Beſides, we did 
cl not conſider that the great Rains were 
* the only cauſe of the {udden riſing and 
falling of the River ; but thought'the 
Tide might contribute to it, and that 
we were not very far from the Sea. 
We went therefore over the River by 
the help of the Tree: But the Rain 
had made it ſo ſlippery, that *rwas 
with great difficulty that we could 
get over it aſtride, for there was no 


walking 
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walking on it : And tho? four of us 
got pretty well over, yet Bowman, Bownen 
who was the laſt, flipt off, and the be ow 
Stream hurried: him out of ſight in a - mY 
moment, ſo that we concluded he was 
Drown'd. To add to our Affliction 
for the loſs of our Conſort, we ſought 
about for a Path, 'but found none; 
for the late Flood had filPd all the 
Land with Mud and Oaze, and there- 
fore ſince we could: not find a Path, 
we-returned again, and paſſed over 
the River on the ſame Tree by which 
we croſs'd it at firſt ; intending to paſs 
down by the fide of this River, which 
wee ſtill thought diſcharged it ſelf into 
the North Sea. But when we were 
-over, and had gone down with the 
Stream a quarter of a Mile, we eſpy'd 
our Companion fitting on ' the Bank 
of the River;. who, when we came 
to lim, told us, that the 'violence 
"of ' the Stream hurry'd him thither, 
and that there being in an Eddy, he 
had time to-confider where he 'was ; 
and that by the help of ſome-Boughs 
"that hung in the Water, he had got 
out. © This Man had at this time 400 
pieces of Eight at his Back : He was 
'aweakly Man, a "Taylor by a

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Great Here we lay all Night; and the 
Hard- next Day, being the 5th of our pre- 
ſhips. 4 | 

ſent Journey, we march'd further 
down by the ſide of the River, thro? 
thickets of hollow Bamboes and 
Brambles, being alſo very weak for 
want of Food : But Providence f{uf- 
fer'd us not to Periſh, tho* Hunger 
and Wearineſs had brought us even to 
Death's door : For we found there 
Maccaw= a Maccaw Tree, which afforded us 
berries. Berries, of which we eat greedily ; 
and having therewith ſomewhat 1a- 
tisfied our Hunger, we carried a Bun- 
dle of them away with us, and con- * 
tinued our March till Night. 
They axes The next Day being the 6th, we* 
beſer,vic marched till 4 in the Afternoon, 
Rivers. When we arrived at another River, 
which join?d with that we had hither- 
to coaſted ; and we were now inclogs'd 
between them, on a little Hill at the 
Conflux of them. This laſt River 
was as wide and deep as the former ;. 
ſo that here we were put to a Nos- 
plas, not being able to find means to 
Ford either of them, and they bein 
here too wide for a Tree to go acroſs, 
unleſs a greater Tree than we were 
able to cut down ; having no Tool 
with

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with us but a Macheat or long Koitfe. 
This laſt River alſo we ſet By the

North :- Which confirmed us 1n our their way: 


Miſtake, that we were on the North 
{ide of the main Ridge of Mountains ; 
and therefore we retolv'd upon mak- 
ing two Bark-logs, to fluat-us down 
the River, which we unanimouſly 
concluded would bring. us to the 
North Sea Coaſt. - Ihe Woods at- 
forded us hollow Bamboes fit tor. our 
purpole ; and we cut them 1nto pro- 
-per lengths, and tied them together 
with Twigs of a Shrub hike a Vine, 
a great many on the top of one ano- 
ther. 

By that time. we had finiſhed our 
Bark-logs it was Night, and we took 
up. our - Lodging on a ſmall Hill, 
where we gathered about a Cart-load 
of Wood, and made a Fire, intend- 
ing to ſet out with our Bark-logs the 
. Sun-ſet, it fell a Raining as it Hea- 
ven and Earth would meet ; which 
| Storm was accompanied with horrid 
Claps of Thunder, - and ſuch flaſhes of 
Lightning, of a Sulpherous ſmell, that 
we werealmoſt {tified inthe open Air. 

| Thus 
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Thus it continued till 12 a Clock 
at Night; when to our great Ter- 
ror, we could hear the Rivers roar- 
ing on both ſides us; but *rwas ſo 
dark, that we could ſee nothing but 
the- Fire we had made, except when 
a flaſh of Lightning came. Then 
we could ſee all over the Hill, and 


| perceive the Water approaching us ;

which in leſs than half an hour car- 
ried away our Fire. 'This drove us 
all to our ſhifts, every Man ſeeking 
ſome means to ſave himſelf from the 
threatning Deluge. We alſo ſought 
for ſmall Trees to climb: For the * 
=_u abounded with great Cotton 
Trees, of a prodigious bigneſs. from 
the Root upward, and at leaſt 4o or 
5o . foot clear without Branches, ſo 
that there was noclimbing up them. 
For my own part, I was in a great 


climbs a Conſternation, and running to ſave 


Tree. 


my Lite, I very opportunely met with 
a large Cotton Tree, which by ſome 
accident, or thro' Age, was become 
rotten, and hollow on one ide ; 
having a hole in it at about the 
height of 4 foot from the ground. I 
immediately got up into it as well as 
I could: And in the Cavity I found 

a knob, © 
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a knob, which ſerved me for a Stool; 
and there I fat down almoſt Head 
and Heels together, not having 
room enough to ſtand or ſit upright. 
In this Condition I fat wiſhing for 
Day : But being fatigued with 'Tra- 
vel, though very hungry withal, and 
cold, I fell afleep: But was ſoon a- 
wakned by the noiſe of great Trees 
which were brought down. by the 
Flood ; and came with ſuch force a- 
gainſt the Tree, that they made it 
ſhake. 

When I awoke, I found my Knees He is be- 
in the Water, though the loweſt part {< _ | 
of my hollow Trunk was, as I faid, j*. 
4 foot above the ground; and the 
Water was running as twiſt, as if 
*were in the middle of the River. 

The Night was till very dark, but 
only when the flaſhes of Lightning 
came : Which made it ſo dreadful 
and terrible, that I forgot my Hun- 
ger, and was wholly taken up with 
praying to God to {pare my Life. 
While I was Praying and Meditat- 
ing thus on my ſad Condition, I faw 
the Morning Star appear, by which 
I knew that Day was at hand: This 
cheared my ——_ Spirits, on - 
2 els 
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leſs than half an hour the Day began 
to dawn, the Rain and Lightning 
The ceas'd, and the Waters abated, inſo- 
Floods much that by that time the Sun was 
go off. up, the Water was gone off from my 
Tran 

Then I ventured out of my cold | 

Lodging ; but being ſtiff and the- 
Ground {lippery, I could ſcarce ſtand: 

Yet I made a ſhift to -ramble to the 

Place where we had made our Fire, 

but found no Body there. Then I 

call!d out aloud, but was anſ{wer'd 
only with my own Eccho; which, 

ſtruck ſuch Terror into me, that IT 
fell down as dead, being oppreſs'd 
both with Grief and Hunger ;; this 

being the 7th Day of our Faſt; fave

 Hemects Being in this Condition, defpairing - 
agam . of Comtort for want of my Conforts, 
Canpuy I lay ſome time on the wet Ground, 
nions. E111 at laſt T heard a Voice hard by me, 
which in ſome fort revived me ; but 
eſpecially when I ſaw it was Mr. 
Hing ſon, one of my Companions, 
and the reſt found us preſently after : 
Having all ſav'd themſelves by climb- 
ing {mall Trees. We greeted each o- 

ther 
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ther with Tears in our Eyes, and re- 
turned Thanks to God for our Deli- 
Verance. 

The firſt thing we did in the Morn- 
ing was to look after our Bark-logs or 
Rafts, which we had left tied to a 
Tree, in order to proſecute our Voy- 
age down the River; but coming to 
the Place where we left them, we 
found them ſunk and full of Water, 
which had got into the hollow of the 
Bamboes, contrary to our ExpeCta- 
tion ; for we thought they would not 
have admitted ſo much as Air, but 
have been like large Bladders full 
blown : But it ſeems there were 
Cracks in them which we did not per- 
ceive,and perhaps made inthem by our 
Careleſneſs in working them ; for the 
Veſſels made of theſe Hollow Bamboe'”s, 
are wont to hold Water very well. 


This was a new Vexation to us, Indanger

not ; but Providence ſtill directed all ,jejirgne- 


and how to proceed farther we knew

for the better: For if we had gone mies. 


down this River, which we atter- 
wards underſtood to be a River that

South Sea, it would have carried us 
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into the midſt of our Enemies: the 
Spaniards, from whom we could ex- 
pett no Mercy. 

The Neighbourhood of the Moun- 
tains, and ſteepneſs of the Deſcent, 1s 
the cauſe that the Rivers riſe thus 
\uddenly after theſe violent Rains; 
but for the ſame reaſon they as ſud- 
denly fall again. 

But to return to my Story, being 
thus fruſtrate of our Deſign of goin 
down theStream, or of crofling eithero 
theſe Rivers,by reaſon oftheſinking of 
our Bark-logs, we were glad to think

As our Hunger was ready to carry 
our Eyes to any Objett that might 
afford us ſome Relief, it hapned that 
we eſpied a Deer faſt aſleep: Which 
we deligned if poſſible to get, and in 
order to it we came fo very near, 
that we might almoſt have thrown 
our ſelves on him: But one of our 
Men putting the Muzle of his Gun 
cloſe to him, and the Shot not being 
wadded, tumbled out, juſt before the 
Gun went off, and did the Deer na 
hurt ; but ſtarting up at the noiſe, 

= | | 2 
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he took the River a am over, 
As long as our way lay by the River 
ſide, we made a ſhift to keep it well 
enough : But being now to take leave 
of the River, in order to ſeek for the 
Inaians Habitation, we were much 
at a loſs. This was the Eighth Day, 
and we had no Suſtinence beſide the 
Maccaw-Berries we had got, and the 
Pith of a B:bby-Tree we met with, 
which we ſplit and eat very ſavourly. 

After a little Conſideration what 
courſe to ſteer next, we concluded 
it+ beſt to follow the Track of a 
Pecary or Wild-Hog, hoping it might 
bring :us to ſome old Plantain Walk 
or Potato Piece, which theſe Creatures 
often reſort to, to look for Food : 
This brought us, according to our 
ExpeQation, to an old Plantation, 
and in fight of-a new one. But here 
again Fear overwhelmed us, being 
between two {traits,either to ſtarve or 


venture up to the Houſes of thelnaiars, They are 
whom being {0 Near, WE WETEC NOW in fear of 
afraid of again, not knowing how the Indi- 
But fince 


they would receive us, 
there was no avoiding it, it was con- 
cluded that one ſhould go up to the 
Houſe, while the reſt ſtazd behind to 
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' ſee the Iſſue” In concluſion I went 

to the Plantation, and it proved the 

ſame that we came from. The I» 

dians were all amazed to ſee me, and 

began to ask many Queſtions: But EF 
prevented them by falling into a 
Swoon, occalion'd by the heat of the 
Houſe, and the ſcent of Meat that 

was boyling over the Fire. The [-- 

The TIn- 47:5 were very o:Hcious to help me 
arans Te- jn this Extremity, and when I reviv- . 
hem Ed, they gave me a little to cat. Then 
kiadly, they enquired of me for the other 
four Mien, for whom they preſently 

ſent, ard brought all but Gosſoz, who 

was left a little turther off, and treat- 

ed us all very kindly : For our long 
expected Guides were now returned 

from the North ſide, and gave large 
Coramendations of thekindneſsand ge- 
nerolity of our Men; by which means 

all the [24:25 were become now again 

our very good Friends. The Idzan, 

who was 1o particularly kind to us, 
preceiving Mr. Gobſoz was not yet 
arrived at the Plantation, carried out 
Victuals to him, and after he was a 

little retrgfIlvd ' with that, brought 

him up to*us. So that now we were 

all together again,and had a great deal 

pr care taken of us. Here 
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Here we- ſtayed ſeven Days to re- 
freſh our ſelves, and then took our They fer 
March again: For we were deſirous %: © 
to get to the North Seas as ſoon as* ' 
we could, and they were now more 
willing to. guide us than ever betore ; 
{ſince the Guides our Party took with 
them, had not only been diſmiſs'd 
civilly, but with Preſents alſo of 
Axes, Beads, &c. The Indians there- 
fore of the Village where we now 
were, order*d four luſty young Men 
to conduCt us down again to the Ri- 
ver, over which the Tree was fallen, 
who going now with a good will, 
carried us thither in one Day. ; where- 
as we were three Days the firſt time 
in going thither. When we came thi- 
ther, we marched about a Mile up 
the River, where lay a Canoa, into 
which we all Imbarked, and the 1[z- 
aians guided us up the ſame River 
which we before, thro? miſtake, had 
ſtrove to' go down. The Indians 
padled ſtoutly againſt the Stream till 
Night, and then we Lodged at a 
Houſe, where theſe Men gave ſuch 
large Commendations of our Men, 
who were gone to the North Sea, 
that the Maſter of the Houſe treated 

us 
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us after the belt manner. The next 
Day we ſet out again, with two 1z- 
aians more, who made fix in all, to 
Row or Paddle us; and our Condition 
now was well altered. 
In ſix Days time after this, they 
brought us to Lacenta's Houſe, who 
had before ſaved our Lives. 
Lacenta's 'This Houſe is ſituated on a fine 
Palace. little Hill, on which grows the ſtate- 

lieft Grove of Cotton Trees that ever 
Large T faw. The Bodies of thefe Trees 


Coron were generally ſix foot in Diameter, 


Trees, . 
nay, ſome eight, nine, ten, eleven ; 


for four Indians and my ſelf took hand 
in hand round a Tree, and could not 
fathom it by three foot. Here was 
likewiſe a ſtately Plantain Walk, and 
a Grove of other ſmall Trees, that 
would make a pleaſant artificial Wil 
derneſs, if Induſtry and Art were be- 
{towed on it. 

The Circumference of this pleaſant 
little Hill, contains at leaſt 100 Acres 
of Land ; and is a Peninſula of an 
Oval form, almoſt ſurrounded with 
two great Rivers, one coming from 
the Eaſt, the other from the Welt ; 
which approaching within 40 foot of 
each other, at the front of the Penn» 

ſula, 
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ſula, ſeparate again, embracing the 
Hill, and meet on the other ſide, mak- 
ing there one pretty large River, 
which runs very ſwift. There is there- 
fore but one way to come in toward 
this Seat; which, asT before obſerved,is 
not above 4o foot wide, between the 
Rivers on each fide: and *tis fenced 
with hollow Bamboes, Popes-heads and 
Prickle-pears, ſo thick ſet from one 
ſide the Neck of Land to the other, 
that *tis impoſſible for an Enemy to 
approach it. 

On this Hill live Fifty Principal 
Men of the Country , all under La- 
centa's Command, who is as a Prince 
over all- the South part of the [hmus 
of Darien; the Indians both there and 
on the North fide alſo, paying him 
= reſpect : but the South ſide is 

is Country, and this Hill his Seat 
or Palace. There is only one Canoa 
belonging to it, which ſerves to ferry 
over Lacexnta and the reſt of them.

When we were arrived at this Lacenta 
Place, Lacenta diſcharged our Guides, keeps 


and ſent them back again, telling us, 
That *rwas not poſſible for us to Tra- 
vel to the North -ſide at this Seaſon ;

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Mr. W AFER's Deſcription 


The Hollow Bamboes are on the Main 
* only. They grow twenty or thirty 
Foot in heighth, and as thick as ones 
Thigh. They have Knots all alo 
at the diſtance of about a Foot an 
an half. All the Space from Knot to 
Knot is hollow, and of the Capacity 
uſually of a Gallon or more, and 
theſe are ſerviceable on many Occaſi- 
ons. The Leaves of this Shrub are 
like Eldern-leaves, in a Cluſter at the 
top of each Cane, and theſe alſo grow 
thick together in Copſes. 
Mangrove-Trees grow out of the 
Water, both in the T{lands and the 
Main, riſing from ſeveral Roots like 
Stilts entangled one among another. 
The Roots or Stumps appear ſome 
Feet above Water, riſing from a pret- 
ty depth alſo from under the Surface 
of it, and at length they unite all to- 
gether, Arbour-wiſe, into the Body 
of a luſty tall 'Tree, of a Foot or two 
Diameter. There is ſcarce any paſ- 
ſing along where theſe Trees grow, 
the Roots of them are ſo blended to- 
gether. 'The Bark of the Mazgroves 
that grows in Salt Water 1s of a red 
Colour, and is us'd for tanning of 


Leather. I have ſome Reaſon to 
think 
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think that the Tree from whence the 
the Peruvian or Jeſuits Bark 1s fetchr 
is of the Mangrove kind; for when I 
was laſt at Avrica in Pers, I ſaw a Ca- 
ravan of about 2o Mules with this 
Bark juſt come in, and then unlading 
at a Store-houſe. One of our Com- 
pany, who ſpake Spaniſh, ask*d a Spa- 
niard who guided the Drove, from 
whence he fetch'd that Bark ? He 
anſwered, from a great freſh Water 
Lake behind a Mountain a great way 
within Land; at the ſame time point- 
ing at a very high Ridge of Hills we 
ſaw at a great diſtance from us, and 
the Sea. Being further cxamined as 
to the Tree it grew on, he to deſcrib'd 
it, by theſe intangled Scilts, and orher 
Particulars, that our Interpreter faid 
to - him, Sure it mult ' be a Man- 
grove-Tree! 'I he Spariard anſwer'd, 
Yes, a freth-water Maxgrove: Yet 
he faid it was a very ſmall Tree , 
which the Mangrove is not , unleſs 
this ſhould be a Dwarf kind of it. 
We brought away with us ſeveral 
Bundles of this Bark, and I found ir 
to be the right ſort, by the frequent 
uſe I made of it in Virginia and elie- 
where; and I have fome of it now 


by me. 
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Mr. W AFER's Deſcription 


They have two forts of Pepper, the 
one called Bell-Pepper, the other Bira- 
Pepper, and great quantities of each, 
much uſed by the 1-4;a75. Each ſort 
grows on a Weed, or Shrubby Buſh 
about a Yard high. "The B:rd-Pepper 
has the {ſmaller Leaf, and is by the 
Indians better eiteemed than the other, 
for they cat a great deal of it. 

There is on the Maiza Red fort of 
Hood that might be of good ule for 
Dyers, It grows moſtly towards the 
North-Sea Coaſt, upon a River that 
runs towards the Samballoes, about 
two Miles from the Sea-ſhore. I ſaw 
there great quantities of theſe Trees: 
They are thirty or forty Foot high, 
about as big as ones Thigh, and the 
out-ſide 1s all along full of Cavities or 
Notches in the -Bark. When the 
Wood 1s cut, it appears of a Yellow- 
1h Red. With this, and a kind of 
Earth which they have up the Coun- 
try, the Izazars die Cottons for their 
Hammocks and Gowns. I tried a 
little of it, which upon boiling two 
Hours 1in fair Water, turn'd it Red 
as Blood. I dipt therein a piece of 
Cotton, which it died of a good 
Red; and whenI walſld it, it turn'd 
but 
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of the Iſthmus of America. IOT 
but a little paler, which I imputed 
to the want only of ſomething to fix * 
the Colour; for no waſhing could 
fetch out the TinQure. *T'was a 
Pragut and gloſſy Red, very live- 
Mi 
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The Indians have ſeveral Roots S 
which they plant ; eſpecially Potato's, Potato's. 
which they roait and eat. 

They do the ſame alſo by Tams, of y,,s. 
which they have two ſorts, a White 
and a Purple. 

'They have a Root calPd Caſſava, Caſſava. 
not much unlike a Parſnip. "There | 
are two ſorts allo of thele, a Sweet 
and a Poiſonous. The Sweet Sort they 
roaſt andeat as they do Potato's orTams, 

Of the Poiſonous they make Bread , 
having firſt pre{s'd out the Juice, 
whuch 1s noxious. Part of the remain- 
10g Subitance they grate to a Powder; 
and having a Baking-ſ{tone or Trivet 
ſet overa Fire, they ttrew the Flower 
over the hot Stone gradually, which 
bakes it all to a Cake, the bottom 
hard-bak'd and brown, the reſt 
rough and white, like our Oat-Cakes ; 
they uſe to hang them on the Houſes 
or Hedges, where they dry and grow 
criſp. In Jamaica they ule them tre- 
H 3 quently

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quently inſtead of Bread ; and ſo in 
other of the Me/?-Indian Iſlands. 

Tobacco, "Theſe Indians have Tobacco among 
them. It grows as the Tobacco in Vir- 
2inia, but 1s not ſo ſtrong: Perhaps 
for want of tranſplanting and manur- 
ing, Which the Indians don't' well 
underſtand ; for they only raiſe 1t. 
from the Seed in their Plantations. | 
When *tis dried and cured they ſtrip. 
it from the Stalks; and laying two or} 
three Leaves upon one another, theys! 
roll up all together {ide-ways into a! 
long Roll, yer leaving a little hollow,/ 
Round this they roll other Leaves one; 
after another, in the ſame manner but? 
cloſe and hard, till the Roll be as bigs 
as ones Wriſt, and two or three Feet! 
in length. Their way of Smoaking} 
when they are in Company togethey 
is thus: A Boy lights one nk of a 
Roll and burns it to a Coal, wetting! 
the part next it to keep it from waſt; 
ing too faſt. The End fo lighred hg 
puts into his Mouth, and blows th : 
Smoak through the. whole length 'of 
the Roll into rhe Face of every onect 
the Company or Council, tho? there 
be 2 or 3oo of them. Then"taey, 
fitting in their uſual Poſture po 
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Forms, make, with their Hands held 7 
hollow together, a kind of Funnel —— 
round'their Mouths and Noſles. Into 
this they receive the Smoak as *tis 
blown upon them, ſnuffing it up. 
greedily and ſtrongly as long as ever 
they are able to hold their Breath, and 
ſeeming to bleſs themſelves, as it 
were, with the Refreſhment it gives 
- them, 
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of the Ithrrius of Allerica. 
Forms, make, with their Hands held 
hollow together, a kind of Funnel 
rounditheir Mouths and Noſes. Into

Of te ANIMALS; 


and firs of Þeaſts and 
Reptiles. 


"| "HE Variety of Beaſts in this 
Country 1s not very great ; 
but the Land 1s fo fertile, that upon 
clearing any conſiderable part of the 
Woods it would doubtleſs afford ex- 
cellent Paſture, for the maintaining 
black Cattle, Swine, or whatever 
other Beaſts *tis uſual to bring out of ' 
Europe into theſe Climates. 
The Country has of its own a kind 
of Hog, which 1s calld Pecary , not 
much unlike a*-YVirgizia Hog. ?Tis 


* black, and has little ſhort Legs, yet 


is pretty nimble. It has one thing 
very ſtrange , - that the Navel is not 
upon the Belly, but the Back: And 
what is more ſtil], if upon killing a 
Pecary the Navel be not cut away 
from the Carkaſs within three or four 
Hours aſter at fartheſt, *twill ſo taint 
all the Fleſh, as not only to render it 
unfit 


of the Iſthmus of America, 
unfit to be eaten, but make it ſtink 
inſufferably. Elſe *twill keep freſh 


ſeveral Days, and is very good whole- 


ſome Meat , nouriſhing and well- 
taſted. The Indians barbecne it, when 
they would keep any of it longer : 
The manner in which they do it I 
ſhall deſcribe elſewhere. Thele Crea- 
tures uſually herd together, and 
range about in Droves ; and the Iza- 
axs either hunt them down with their 
Dogs, and fo itrike them with their 
Lances, or. elſe ſhoot them with 
their Arrows, as they have opportu- 


nity. 
| The Warree 1s another kind of Warree. 


Wild-Hog they have, which is alſo 
very good Meat. It has little Ears, 
but very great Tusks ; and the Hair 
or Briſtles *tis cover'd with, are long, 
ſtrong and thickſer, like a courſe Furr 
all over its Body. The Warree is 
fierce, and fights with the Pecary, or 
any other Creature that comes in his 
way. The Izadians hunt theſe alfo as 
the other, and manage their Fleſh the 
ſame way:, except only as to what 
concerns the Navel ; the ſingularity 
of which is peculiar to the Pecary. 


They

They have conſiderable ſtore of 
Deer i, reſembling moſt our Red 
Deer ; but theſe they never hunt nor 
kill ; nor will they ever eat of their 
Fleſh, tho? *tis very good; but we 
were not ſhy of it. Whether it be 
out of Superſtition, or for any other 
Reaſon that they forbear them, T 
know not : But when they ſaw ſome 
of our Men killing and eating of 
them, they not only retus'd to cat 
with them, but ſeem'd diſpleasd with 
them for it. Yet they preſerve the 
Horns of theſe Deer, ſetting them up 
in their Houſes; bat they are ſuch 
only as they ſhed, for I never ſaw a- 
mong them ſo much as the Skin or 
Head of any ofthem, that might ſhew 
they had been kilPd by the Indians ; 
and they are too nimble for the 
Warree, if not a Match tor him. 

The Dogs they have are ſmall, not 
well-ſhap'd, their Hair rough and 
{tragling, like our Mungrels. They 
ſerve only to bark and ſtart the Game, 
or by their barking give notice to the 
Hunters to ſhoot their Arrows... They 
will run about in this manner from 
Morning to Night ; but are ſuch 
meer whiffling Curs, that of 2 or 3oo 

Beaſts 
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Beaſts ſtarted in a Day, they ſhall 
ſeldom kill above two or three ; and 
theie not by running them down, but 
by getting them ataBay and beſetting 
them, till the Hunters can come up 
with them. Large ſtrong Dogs would 
make better Work here ; and it 
might be a very acceptable Thing to 
the Indians to tran{port hither a Breed 
of ſuch : But then they mult keep to 
their Houſes, or they would be in 
danger of running Wild, in this 
Country. 


Here are Rabbits , calPd by our Rabbirs. 


Engliſh, Indian Conies. They are as 
large as our Hares; but I know not 
that thisCountry has any Hares. Theſe 
Rabbits have no Tails, and but little 
ſhort Ears; and the Claws of their 
Feet are long. They lodge in the 
Roots of Trees, making no Bur- 
rows; and the Indzazs hunt them, 
but rhere is no great plenty of them. 
They are very good Meat, and eat ra- 
ther moiſter than ours. 

There are great Droves of Mon- 
keys, ſome of them white, but moſt 
of them black ; ſome have Beards, 0- 
thers are beardleſs. They are of a mid- 
dle Size, yet extraordinary fat at the 
dry 
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Mr. W AFER's Deſcription. 
dry Seaſon, when the Fruits are ripe ; 
and they are very good Meat, for 
we ate of them very plentifully. The 
Indians were ſhy of eating them for 
a while; but they ſoon were perſuad- 
ed to it, by ſeeing us feed on them ſo 
heartily. In the Rainy Seaſon they 
have often Worms in their Bowels. 
I have taken a handful of them out of 
one Monkey we cut open ; and ſome 
of them 7 or 8 Foot long. They are 
a very waggiſh kind of Monkey, and 
plaid a thouſand antick Tricks as we . 
march'd at any time through the 
Woods , skipping trom Bough to 
Bough , with the young ones hang» 
ing at the old ones Back, making 
Faces at us, chattering, and, it they 
had opportunity, piſſing down pur- 
poſely on our Heads. To paſs from 
top to top of high Trees, whoſe 
Branches. gre a little too far afunder 
tor their Leaping,- they will ſfome- 
times hang down by one anothers 
Tails in a Chain; and ſwgnging in 
that manner , the lowermoſt catches 
hold of a Bough of the other. Tree, 
and draws up the relt of them. 
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Here are no Bullocks, Horſes, Afſ-No Eure- 
ſes, Sheep, Goats, or other ſuch?*» Car- 
Beaſts as we have for Food or Ser-** 
vice. They are exceedingly pelter'd 
with Mice and Rats, which are moſt- gars and 
ly Grey ; and a Brood of Cats there-Msce. 

" Ah to deſtroy theſe, might be as aC-car:much 
ceptable a Preſent to thent as bettereſteem'd. 
Dogs for their Hunting. When I 

left the I//hmus, 2 of the Indians who 

came aboard the ſame Veſlel at the 
Samballoe's, went a Cruiling with us 
towards the Corn-I/lands and Carta- 

gene: And when they were diſpos'd 

to return, and we were ſtudying to 

oblige *em with ſome Preſent, one of 

them ſpied a Cat we had aboard, and 

beg*d it: Which we had no ſooner 

given him, but he and his Conſort, 
without ſtaying for any other Gift, 

went immediately into their Canoa, 

and padled off with abundance of Joy. 
They had learnt the uſe of Cats while 

they were aboard. - 

They have Snakes, but of what jaſa; 
kind I dowt well remember ; nor and Ver- 
did I ſee or hear any Rattle-Snakes. 91%. 
Spiders they have many, very large, 
but not poiſonous. "They have Lice 
in their Heads ; which they feel out 

with 
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Mr. W A FE R's Deſeription 
with their Fingers, and eat as they 
catch them. 

There is a fort of Inſet like a 
Snail in great plenty among the Sam 
ballo?s, Which is calPd the Solater-In- 
ſet; but I dowt remember I faw 
any'of them upon the Mam. The 
reaſon of the Name, is becauſe of the 
Colour ; for one third part of his Bo- 
dy, about his Head, which 1s out of 
the Shell, is in Shape and Colour like 
a boiPd Shrimp, with little Claws, 
and 2 larger hike thoſe of a Crab. 


Delicious That part within the Shell , the Tail 


Mear, 


eſpecially, is eatable, and is good 
Food, very well taſted and delicious, 
like Marrow. We thruſt a- Skuer 
through this part, and roaſt a pretty 
many of them in a row. The fore- 
part is bony, and uſeleſs. They feed 
upon the Ground, eating what falls 
from Trees: And they have under 
the Chin a little Bag, into which they 
put a reſerve of Food. Beſide this, 
they have in them a little Sand Bag,- 
which muſt always be: taken out 


Sand-bag When they are to be eaten; This 


Bag is commonly Py full of Sand : 
And Conchs and Welks, and other 
Shell-fiſh, have uſually Sand in a ver 
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, of the Iſthmus of America. 
ſel -that runs the length of the Body, 
in manner of a Gut; which weare 

forc'd to take out, for elſe they would 

be gritty in ones. Teeth. If theſe Sof- 

diers eat of any of the Manchineel-Ap- Poilon- 
ples which drop from the Trees, their 25 mg 
Fleſh becomes 1o infected with that vi- Manchi. 
rulent Juice, as to poiſon ina manner nee!. 
thoſe who eat of it: And we have 

had ſome of our Company very ſick 


'by eating ſuch as had ted on Manchi- 


neel; but after a while *twould wear off 
again, without further damage. The 
Oul of theſe Inſects is a moſt Soveraign The Oil 
Remedy for any Sprain or Contuſion. 22 excel- 
I have found it fo, as many- others *>abv6- 


have done frequently : "The Indians 


uſe it that way very ſucceſsfully, and 


* many of the Privateers in the West- 


Indies : And our Men ſought them as 
much for the Oil, as for the ſake of 
eating them. The Ol is of a yellow 
Colour, like Wax, but of the Confi- 
ſtency of Palm-O1l. 

On the Samballoes T think there are 
alſo Lana-Crabs, tho? but few : But 7 and- 
in the Caribbee-Iflands, among which Crabs, 
I have been Cruiſing, and etpecially 
on Anguilla, they are very numerous, ,, 
and ſome very large, as big as the 

. largeſt

fatten'd 
with Po- 
tato's, 
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largeſt Sea-Crabs that are fold at 
London. They have them alſo in 
other of the Weſt-India Tſlands ; but 
on Auguilla they fwarm ; and a little 
Iſland near it has ſuch multitudes of 
them, that *tis calPd Crab-l{land. 
They are excellent' good Meat, and 
are the main Support of the Inhabj- 
tants, who range about a Crabbing, as 
they call it. - After a Shower of Rain 
they will. come abroad; and then is the 
beſt time to look out for them. They. 
live in Holes or Burrows like Rabbits; 
which they dig for themſelves with 
their Claws... When they are upon 
the March they never go about, nor 
turn their Backs, but crawl overany 
thing that lies in their way, guarding 
with their great Claws, while they 
creep with the ſmall ones; and what- 
ever they lay hold of they ,pinch very 
ſeverely. "The Inhabitants of ſome 
of theſe Iſles, when. they take any of 
them, put them for three or four Days 
into a piece of Potato-ground, to fat- 
ten them ; tor which they are ſaid to 
cat much the better. 

Allizator's and Guard's, which are 
alſo very good Meat, eſpecially the 


Tail of the A/lizator,” I have eaten 1n 
| ſeveral 
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of the Iſthmus of America. 
ſeveral Parts of the Weſt-Indies; but 
I don't remember my ſeeing either of 


them in the Ithmus. The Guano is Guand's. 


all over very good Meat, prefer'd to 
a Pullet or Chicken, either for the 
Meat or Broth. Their Eggs alſo are 
very good; but thoſe of the Alligator 
have too much of a musky Flavour, 
and ſometimes ſmell very ſtrong of it. 
'Fhere are up and down the 1/#h- 


mus 2 great many Lizards, green, and Lizards. 


red-ſpeckled ; but thoſe in the Swam- 
py Land and Thickets look more 
black or rufty. They are none of 
them large ; generally leſs than a 
Span. TI never ſaw the Indiazs eat of 
them. They are pretty innocent fa- 
miliar Creatures, and the I»dzars ſuf- 
fer them to creep up and down their 
Houſes. | = 

They have Frogs and 'Foads, and 
other ſmaller Inſects ; but I took no 
particular Notice of them. 
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The Birds, and flying Inſets. 


HEY have ſeveral ſorts of 

Birds, ſome of Kinds unknown 
to us; and remarkable both for their 
Beauty, and the good Reliſh of their 
Fleſh. 

There is one ſtately kind of Land- 
bird , pretty common among the 
Woods on the I/thmas, which is calPd 
by the Indians Chicaly-Chicaly. Its 
Noiſe is ſomewhat like a Cuckow's, 
but ſharper and quicker. ?Tis a large 
and long Bird, and has a long Tall, 
which he carries upright like a Dung- 
hill Cock. His Feathers are of great 
variety of fine my Colours, red, 
blue, &c. The Indians make! a ſort 
of Aprons, ſometimes, of the Feathers 
which grow on his Back ; but theſe 
they ſeldom wear. This Bird keeps 
moſtly on the Trees, flying from one 
to another, and but rarely to the 
Ground. He feeds on Fruit. His 
Fleſh is blackiſh, and of a courſe 
Grain, yet pretty good Meat.

The Cuam is alſoa large and-long Quen. 
Land-bird. He feeds alſo upon 
Fruits, and flies up and down the 
Trees. His Wings are of a Dun Co- 
lour, but his Tails very dark, ſhort, 
{tumpy, and upright. This Bird is 
much better Meat than the other. 

There is alſo a Ruſflet-colour'd Anony- 
Land-bird, ſhap'd not unlike a Par- mous. 
tridge ; but has a longer Neck and 
Legs, yet a ſhort Tail. He runs 
moſt on the Ground, and ſeldom flies. 

His Fleſh is very good Mear. 

The Corroſou 1s a large , black Corrofoy, 
Land-bird, heavy and big as a Tur- 
key-hen ; but the Hen is not {o black 
as the Cock. The Cock has on his 
Head a fine Crown or Comb of yel- 
low Feathers, which he moves to and 

- fro as he pleaſes: He. has Gills allo 
like a Turkey ; but the Hen has nei- 
ther Plume nor Gills. "They live on 
the Trees, and feed on Fruits. They 
Sing or make a Noiſe big and groſs, 
yet very ſweet and delighttul ; eſpe- 
cially to the I-dians, who indeavour 
to imitate them : And the Indians and 
they will fomerimes anfwer one ano- 
ther this way , and the Izdians dil- 


cover their Haunts -by it. The old 
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Mr. W AFER's Deſcription 
ones alſo call their young ones by this 
Sound, "The Fleſh is ſomewhat 
tough; but otherwiſe very good and 
well-tafted Meat. The Ina:ars either 
throw the Bones of the Corroſou 1nto 
the River, or make a Hole and bury 
them, to keep them from their Dogs, 
being thought unwholſome for the 
Dogs to eat ; and the Jnazazs lay they 
will make the Dogs run mad: Net- 
ther do the Exzlifh in the We/?-Iadies 
let the Dogs eat of them. The [zar- 
ans ſhoot down all theſe Birds with 
their Arrows. 4Y 

They have Parrots good ſtore, ſome 
blue and ſome green, for Shape and 
Size like the generality of the Parrots 
we have from Jamaica, There is 
here great variety of them, and they 
are very good Meat. 

They have allo many Parakites, 
molt of them Green ; generally much 
the ſame as in other Places. They 
don't ſort with the Parrots, but go 1n 
large Flights by themſelves. 

Macaw-birds are here alfo in good 
plenty. ?Tis ſhap'd not much unlike 
a Parrot, but 1s as large again as the 
biggeſt of them. It has a Bill like a 
Hawk's; and a buſhy Tail, with 


two 


of. the Iſthmas: of America./. 
two or three long ſtragling Feathers; 
all Red or Blue : The Feathers, all 
over the Body are. of ſeveral very 
bright. and lovely . Colours, Blue, 
Green and Red. The Pinions of the 
Wings of ſome of them are all Red, 
of others all Blue, and the Beaks yel- 
low. They make a great Noiſe 1n a 
Morning, very hoarſe/and deep, like 
Men who ſpeak much 1n the 'Throar, 
The Izdians keep thele Birds tame, 
as we do Parrots, or Mag-pies: But 
after they have kept them cloſe ſome 
time, and taught them to ſpeak-ſome 
Words in their Language, they fſut- 
fer them to go abroad 1n the Day-time 
into the Woods, among the wild ones ; 
from whence they will on their own 
accord return in the Evening to the 
Izdian's Houſes or Plantations, and 
give notice of their arrival by their 
fluttering and prating- They wyll 
exactly imitate the Jzazaz's Voices , 
and their way of Singing , and fhey 
will call the Chicaly-Chicaly 1n its own 
Note, as exactly as the Indians them-” 
ſelves, whom I have obſerv'd to be 
very expertat it. *Tis the moſt bzau- 
tiful and pleaſant Bird that ever 1 
I..3 {aw ; 
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ſaw; and the Pleſh is {weet-taſted 
enough, but black and tough. 
Wood: There is alſo a ſort of Wood-pec- 
pecker. ſer, with ſuch a long ſlender Bill 
as that kind of Birds have. Theſe 
have ftrong Claws, wherewith they 
climb up and down the Bodies of 
Trees, and ſtick very cloſe to them. 
They are pied hike our Mag-pies, 
white and black; but more finely, 
being a {ſmaller Bird. The Fleſh is 
of an earthy unpleaſant Taſt, I 
taſted of them as I was travelling with 
my Companions , for Hunger then 
made us glad of.any thing of Food ; 
but the In4:azs don't eat of them. 

They have great plenty of Poultry 
tame about their Houſes, of 2 ſorts, 
a greater and a leſs. The larger ſort 
are much like ours, of different Co- 
lours and Breed, as Copple-crown'd, 
the common Dunghil Cock and Hen, 
and of the Game kind ; tho? theſe 
Indians don't delight in Cock-tighting 
as thoſe of Java do. The imaller 
{ort are feather*'d about the Legs like 
Carrier-pigeons, and have very buſhy 
Tails, which they carry upright ; 
and the tips of the Wings are gene- 
rally black. "This ſmall fort keep a- 
part 
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of , the Iſthmus of America. 
part from the other. They all keep 
the ſame Crowing -Seafon , before 
Day, as our Cocks do. They are 
conſtantly about the Houſes, not 
ranging far into the Woods ; and both 
their Fleſh and their Eggs are as well- 
taſted as any we have in Emgland ; 
and they are generally fatter ; Be the 
Indians give them Maiz good ſtore, 
which 1s very fattening. 

Theſe are all the kinds of Land- 
birds I noted among them : 'Though 
there are many {mall ones which I 
did not fo particularly obſerve; and 
theſe generally very pretty and mu- 


 ſical. 


About the Sambaloes and other the 
Iflands, and the Sea-Coaſt, on the 
North-ſide eſpecially, there are great 


numbers of Sea-fowl. "The South- Sea-fowl. 


Sea Coaſt, more to Windward, has 


; many of them too ; but whether it be 


that the Bay of Pazama docs not aft- 
ford ſo many Fiſh to invite them, for 
*tis not near ſo well-ſtock*d with Fiſh 
as the Coaſt about the Samballces , 
there are but very few Sea-towl on 
the South-Sea Coalt of the 1/hmus, to 
what there are on the North-Coalt ; 


and as to Pelicans particularly, which. Pelican. 
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are very frequent among the Sambal- 
loes, and all along the Weft-Inaia 
Coaſts, I don't remember that I ever 
faw one of them any where in the 
South Seas. 

The Pelican 1s a large Bird, with a 
great Beak, ſhort-legg'd like a Gooſe; 
and has a long Neck, which it holds 
upright like a Swan. The Feathers 
are of dark Grey ; tis Web-footed. 
Under the Throat hangs a Bag or 
Pouch, which, when fd, 15 as large 
as both ones Fiſts. The Subſtance of 
it is a thin Membrane, of a fine, 
grey, aſhy Colour. The Seamen kill 
them for the Sake of theſe Bags, to 
make Tobacco-pouches of them ; tor, 
when dry, they will hold a Pound of 
Tobacco; and by a Bullet hung in 
them, they are ſoon brought into 
Shape. 'T he Pelican flies heavy and 
low ; we find nothing but Fiſh in his 
Maw, for that is his Food. His 
Pouch, as well as Stomach, has Fiſh 
tound 1n it: So that it ſeems likely 
that the Pouch 1s a Bag intended to 
keep a Reſerve of Food. I have never 
{een any of the old Pelicans eaten ; 
but the young ones are faid to be 
Meat good-enough, but I have never 
eaten of any of them. There 
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There are Cormorants alſo among Corme- 
the Samballoes, which for Size and 797 


Shape are like Ducks, but rather leſs. 
They are black, but have a white 
Spot on the Breaſt, Tho' they are 
Web-footed , as other Water-fowl 
are , yet they pitch on Trees and 
Shrubs by the Water-fide. I have 
never heard of any one's eating of 
theſe, for their Fleſh is thought to be 
too courſe and rank. 


There are a great many Sea-Gulls $-a-Guls 
alſo and Sea-Pies, on that Coaſt ; and Sea- 


both of them much like ours, but ra- 
ther ſmaller. .The Fleſh of both theſe 
1s eaten commonly enough, and *ris 
tolerable good Meat, but of a Fiſhy 
Taft, as Sea-fowl uſually are. Yet to 
correct this Taſt, when we kilPd.any 
Sea-Gulls, Sea-Pies, Boobies, or the 
like, on any Shore, we us'd to make 
a Hole in the hot Sand, and there 
bury them for eight or ten Hours, 
with their Feathers on, and Guts in 
them : And upon dreſſing them 
afterwards, we found the Fleſh ten- 
derer, and the Taft not fo rank nor 


fiſhy.

There are Bats, on the Ifhmas, pars, 


Qthe Bodies of which are as large as 
Pigeons, 
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Pigeons, and their Wings extended to 
a proportionable length and breadth ; 
with Claws at the Joints of the 
Wings, by which they cling to any 
thing. They much haunt old Houſes 
and deſerted Plantations. 

Of Flying Inſects, beſide the Moſ- 
kito's or Gnats before-mention'd , 
there are up and down the I/thmas 
Waſps and Beetles, and Flies of ſe- 
veral kinds: particularly the Shining 
Fly, which ſhines in the Night like a 
Glow-worm; and where there are 
many of them in a Thicket , they 
appear in the Night like ſo many 
Sparks of Fire. 

They have Bees alſo, and conſe- 
quently Hony and Wax. The Bees 
are of two forts; the one ſhort and 
thick, and its Colour inclining to 
Red; the other blackiſh, long and. 
{lender. They neft on the tops and 
in the holes of Trees; which the I- 
dians chmb, and thruſt their Arms 
into. their Neſt, to get the Combs. 
Their Arms will be cover'd with Bees, 
upon their drawing them back ; yet 
I never perceiv*'d they were ſtung by 
them : AndT have had many of them 
at a time upon my naked Body, with-, 

out 
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out being ſtung ; ſo thatT have been 
inclin'd to think they have no Stings : 
But that's a thing I never examin'd. 
The Indians ſometimes burn down 
the Trees to get at the Combs, eſpe- 
cially if they be high and difficult to 


climb. The Hony they mix with yz. 


Water, and drink it: But they make 


no uſe of the Wax, that ever I ſaw ; Wax. 


ufing for Candlesa fort of light W ood, 
which they keep in their Houſes for 
that purpoſe. | | 
They have Ants with Wings, large 
and long, as well as thoſe which are 
Reptile only. They raiſe Hillocks 
like ours: They ſting, and are very 
troubleſome ; cpeczally when they 
get into the Houſes, as they frequently 
do. They ſwarm up and down the 
Samballoes and the other Neighbour- 
ing les, as well as on the Ithmus it 
ſelf; and there is no lying down to 
Reſt on any piece of Ground where 
they are. Neither do the In4dzays care 


Ants. 


to tie their Hammocks to any Trees 


near the Ant-hills; for the Ants 
would climb up ſuch Trees, and ſoon 
get into their Hammocks. 
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Of the FISH. 


HE North-Sea Coaſt, as I in- 

timated, abounds in Fiſh, and 
has great variety of them. Thoſe 
which I have had the opportunity of 
{ceing, 'are chiefly thele : 

The Tarpom, which is a large and 
firm Fiſh, eating in Flakes like Sal- 
mon or Cod. They are ſome of 50 
or 60 Pound weight and upwards. 
One of them attorded a good Dinner 
ance to about ten of us, as we were 
cruiſing towards the Coaſt of Carta- 
2epe ; belide a_ good quantity of Qil 
we got out "of the Fat. 

Sharks are allo found in theſe Seas ; 
tho? not ſo commonly abaut the Sam- 
halloes,, as on other of the We/t-lndza 
Coaſts. 

There is a Fiſh there like the Shark, 
but much ſmaller and ſweeter Mear. 
Its Mouth is alſo longer and narrower 
than the Sharks; neither has he more 
than one Row of Teeth. Qur Sea- 
men us'd to call this the Dog-fiſh.

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The Cavally is found among the Cavaly. 


Samballoes. Tis a ſmall Fiſh, clean, 
long and ſlender, much about the ſize 
of a Macarel ; a very fine lively Fiſh, 
with a bright , large Eye; and *tis 
very good Meat, moiſt and well- 
taſted. 


Old-wives, which is a flat kind of 0/d-wives 


Fiſh, and good Meat, are there alſo. 


They have Paracoods alſo, which Paraceeds 


are a long and round Fiſh, about as 
large as a well-grown Pike, but uſu- 
ally much longer. They are generally 
very good Meat; and here elpecaally : 
But there are ſome particular Banks 
off at Sea, where you can take no 
Paracoods but what are poiſonous. 
Whether it be from ſome particular 
Feed they have there, or from what 
other Cauſe, I know not ; but I have 
known ſeveral Men poifon'd with 
them, \to thar degree as to have their 
Hair and Nails come off ; and ſome 
have died with eating them. The 
Antidote for this is ſaid to be the Back- 
bone of rhe Fiſh, dried and beaten to 
a Powder, and given in any Liquor. 
I can't vouch for the Succels of this 
my ſelf; but ſeveral have. told me, 
That they have us'd it themſelves, 
when 
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when they have found themſelves ſick 
with eating any Paracood ; but that 
upon taking the Bone thus powder'd, 
they have found no other ill Effect, 
but only a Nummedneſs in their 
Limbs, and a Weakneſs for ſome time 
after. Some will pretend to diſtin- 
guiſh a poiſonous Paracood from a 
wholeſome one, by the Liver ; which 
as ſoon as they have taken the Fiſh, 
they pull out and taſt. If it taft 
ſweet, they dreſs and eat the Fiſh 
without any Fear ; but if the Liver 
be bitter, or bite the Tongue like 


Pepper, they conclude the Fiſh to be 


naught, and throw it away. 

There is another ſort of Fiſh on the 
North-Sea Coaſt, which our Sea-men 
call Gar-fiſh: Some of them are near 
two Foot long. They have a long 
Bone on the Snout, of about a 3d part 
the length of the Body ; and'tis very 
ſharp at the end. "They will glide 
along the Surface of the Water as 
{ſwift as a Swallow, gliding thus on 
the Surface, and leaping out of the 
Water, alternately, 3o or 4o times 
together. They move with ſuch a 
Force, that, as I have been inform'd, 
they will run their Snout through the

of the Shell is flat,and very wide, pro- 
portionably to the-bigneſs of the Shell. 
The Colour of it within is like Mo- 
ther of Pearl; but without, *tis courſe 
and rugged. 'The Fiſh is ſlimy , the 
out-parts: of 1t eſpecially, and mult 
therefore be {cour'd with Sand before 
*tis dreſ9d for Eating. But within, 
the Subſtance is hard and tough; for
